Reserve Bank of India. Member brokers shall 
accept cheques drawn only by clients and issue 
cheques only in favour of the clients. However, 
in exceptional circumstances Member broker may 
receive payment in cash, to the extent that there 
is no violation of the Income Tax requirement for 
the time being in force.
